The health officer reported eighteen 


deaths for the month. 
Five cases of 


diphtheria were reported during the 
month, with no deaths resulting. 
The 


city phjsioiau reported considerable 
catarrhal trouble, especially among 
children. Fewer calls were made dur- 
ing the mouth than previous months, 
and in all twenty-two visits were made 
to the poor. 


The schedule of $103.80, embracing

The final arrangements were 
concluded yesterday, and the line is a 
sure go. 


It will be built by Mr. Grimes and 


Martindale and Edmonds, the Luca's- 
ville merchants. They will put np the 
line at once, putting in their own 
poles, wires, etc. They will endeavor 
to secure subscribers on the route and 
expect to put a telephone in each of the 
residences of the leading farmers be- 
tween this city and Luoasville. The 
coat will not be_very much, and it will 
be a great convenience to those on the 
line. 


It is not known just what the line 


will cost,' but it is not thought that it 
will exceed $600. 
Work will be begun 


on the line at once and it will be 
pushed rapidly to completion.

Instead or Cincinnati the Work 


House Prisoners May Go. 


A. Chaos* B«lnB Considered by the County 


Dndt-What It Coats to Take a Prisoner 


to Each Place and to Keep Him- 


' 
A Small Saving to the Connty 


But a LOBS to the Officers. 


A proposition to send Soiofco county's 


workhouse prisoners to Columbus in- 
stead of Cincinnati is being considered 
by the commissioners. The superin- 
tendent of the Columbus work-house 
has made a propaition and the commis- 
sioners discussed the matter at their 
meeting today. 
Auditor Traoy will go 


to Columbus nest Monday, when he 
will investigate thoroughly. It will 
be » saving to the county, though very 
small. 
The charge for boarding per- 


sons is the same at both places, forty 
cents a day for each person. The sav- 
ing will be in mileage. 
At present all 


offenders who are given work-house 
sentences are sent to Cincinnati.- The 
sheriff, marshal, or any other officer 
who takes them gets five cents a mile 
each way and is allowed five cents a 
mile for the prisoner. Thus, in going 
to Cincinnati, the officer geis $11.20 
mileage for himself, $5.60 for the pris- 
oner and is allowed $1 for expenses, 
usually two meals. The fare to Oin- 
cnnati is much less than this allow- 
ance, amounting to $5. BO for the officer 
and prisoner. This leaves a net profit 
of $18 80 for the officer for every pris- 
oner taken to Cincinnati. • 


If the Columbus proposition should 


be accepted, the mileage for the officer 
and 
one prisoner will amount to 


$14.85, a saving of about $2 to the 
county. The sheriff or other officer will 
be compelled to pay $8.60 fare instead 
of $5 50, as now, which will cut his 
profit from $13.80 fto §10.20 on each 
trip. But if the officer ahi uld be so 
fortunate a<s to have a pass, which is 
the case in some instances, it oan 
readily be seen that the committment 
of prisoners to 
the work-house will 


still be the source of ,ra considerable in- 
crease in their salaries or incomes. 


It costs the county on au average of 


$60 a mouth to pay the hoard of pris- 
oners at the work-house. 


The work-house officials, of course, 


get the profits from the labor of prison- 
ers, and this, with the board bills, 
makes the patronage desirable. 


It is probable that the commissioners 


oan secure a- bettor rate from the Co- 
lumbus work-house, in .which event the 
change will probably be made. There 
are at present but four Scioto county 
prisoners at the Cincinnati work-house.

Electric Eailroad Statistic*. 


Electric railways in Europe formed 


the subject of some interesting statistics 
recently embodied -in a report sent to 
the United States government by Vice 
Consul J. F. Monaghan. at Chemnitz, 
Germany. According to these, the num- 
ber of such railways was increased 
during the year 1895 from 70 to 111, 
while tho total length was raised from 
about 435 to 560 miles, the number of 
curs from 1,236 to 3,747, and the horse- 
power from a little over 18,000 to a lit- 
tle over 25,000. Of all the European 
countries, Germany, according to Mr. 
Monaghan's figures, stood at the head, 
with about 250 miles to her credit, and 
an equipment of 857 cars and 7,194 
horsepower. The other countries fol- 
lowed in tho order given below:
